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Historical  Statement 

On  the  first  day  of  March,  1855  the  legislature  of  Mis- 
souri approved  the  following  act : 

WHEREAS,  The  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  in  this  State,  at  a  convention  of  delegates  held  in  St.  Louis  on 
the  thirteenth  of  April,  1853,  resolved  to  unite  the  means  and  efforts 
of  their  Church  in  the  erection  of  one  college  of  the  highest  order, 
at  Payette,  in  this  State,  and  adopted  the  .plan  for  that  purpose; 
and,  whereas,  the  two  Conferences'  of  the  Church,  pursuant  to  that 
plan,  appointed  a  Board  of  Curators,  composed  of  the  following  per- 
sons, appointed  by  the  St.  Louis  Conference,  that  is  to  say:  J.  S. 
Wadidell,  Silas  Silver,  Charles  W.  Stewart,  Edward  J.  Gay,  Henry  R. 
Walker,  W.  Adams,  Esq.,  Dr.  William  Price,  Rev.  D.  R.  McAnally, 
J.  K.  Lacy,  Thomas  Johnson,  N.  Scarritt,  J.  Boyle,  D.  D.,  J.  P. 
Traslow,  J.  T.  Peery,  and  James  Mitchell;  and  of  the  following  per- 
sons appointed  fay  the  Missouri  Conference,  that  is  to  say:  W.  D. 
Swinney,  Jo.  Davis,  C.  C  P.  Hill,  Abiel  Leonard,  G.  M.  B.  Maughs, 
M.  D.,  Alexander  Mitchell,  John  B.  Clark,  Rev.  A.  Monroe,  R.  P. 
Holt,  Wdliam  B.  Watts,  B.  H.  Spencer,  P.  M.  Pinckard,  J.  F.  Riggs, 
R.  G.  Loving,  and  W.  G.  Gaples;  and,  whereas,  1a  quorum  of  these 
gentlemen  met  at  Payette  on  the  ninth  day  of  December,  1854,  and 
appointed  the  following  officers:  J.  Boyle,  D.  D.,  President;  C.  C.  P. 
Hill,  Vice-President;  William  T.  Lucky,  Secretary,  and  Adam  Hen- 
drix,  Treasurer,  and  adopted  such  other  measures  in  furtherance  of 
the  design  as  they  deemed  proper,  and  have  procured  a  large  sum  of 
money  to  he  subscribed,  payable  to  Adam  Hendrix,  their  Treasurer, 
and  now  desire  an  act  incorporating  the  proposed  institution;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as 
follows : 

SECTION  1.  The  above  mentioned  persons,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic,  with  all  the 
rights,  powers  and  privileges  usually   enjoyed  by  colleges  and  uni- 
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versities  of  the  highest  grade,  or  which  may  be  necessary  and  prop- 
er to  enable  them  to  promote  the  cause  of  learning  in  the  iState;  and 
,all  acts  of  the  Board  of  Curators  aforesaid,  in  furtherance  of  the 
object  of  their  appointment  toy  the  two  Conferences,  are  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed. 


Under  this  charter,  Central  College  was  organized  in 
Fayette,  Howard  County,  Missouri,  in  the  year  1857.  In 
1901,  the  three  conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  in  Missouri,  concurrently  approving  such 
action,  the  necessary  legal  steps  were  taken  to  secure 
amendments  to  the  charter.    These  provided  as  follows : 

"The  number  of  the  Curators  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  twenty-four,  and  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  such 
Curators  shall  be  appointed  by  each  of  the  three  conferences 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  Missouri — that 
is  to  say,  the  St.  Louis  Conference,  the  Missouri  Conference, 
and  the  Southwest  Missouri  Conference  of  said  Church. 

* '  The  term  of  office  of  each  Curator  hereafter  appointed 
shall  be  four  years  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified. 

1 '  One-third  of  the  Curators  hereafter  appointed  by  each 
of  said  conferences  shall  be  Alumni  of  Central  College,  and 
each  Curator  who  is  appointed  as  a  representative  of  the 
Alumni  of  the  College  shall  be  selected  by  the  conference  ap- 
pointing him  from  not  less  than  three  persons  who  shall 
have  been  nominated  for  that  purpose  by  the  Alumni  of  Cen- 
tral College  to  such  conference." 

Purpose  of  the  Institution 

The  purpose  which  the  founders  of  Central  College  had 
in  view  was  to  afford  to  the  young  men  and  women  under  the 
direction  of  the  Church  an  education  which  should  be  dis- 
tinctively Christian.  They  did  not  propose  to  teach  any 
system  of  theology,  or  to  undertake  the  work  of  a  theologi- 
cal seminary.  The  management  of  the  College  interprets 
Christianity  from  an  evangelical    standpoint,  but  its  effort 
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is  to  make  its  students  cultured  Christian  men  and  women 
rather  than  Methodists. 

We  hold  that  if  Christianity  be  what  the  Church  be- 
lieves it  to  be,  its  claims,  its  contents,  and  the  grounds  for 
believing  it  should  form  a  part  of  the  college  curriculum,  and 
our  work  is  directed  to  the  end  that  our  students  shall  be 
trained  religiously  as  well  as  intellectually  during  their  col- 
lege course.  The  course  has  been  chosen  with  this  in  mind, 
and  the  instructors  are  selected  with  this  fully  in  view. 

We  recognize  the  religious  element  as  necessary  to  true 
education.  Learning  which  is  merely  secular  cannot  secure 
the  highest  and  the  best  life  for  the  individual,  for  society, 
or  for  the  state.  The  Church  is  obliged  by  every  consider- 
ation to  do  something  more  than  merely  to  educate  her  chil- 
dren ;  she  must  afford  education  which  is  distinctively  Chris- 
tian. And  the  parents  or  guardians  are  under  corresponding 
obligation  to  secure  this  element  of  instruction  and  influence 
for  those  under  their  care. 

Endowment 

The  present  productive  endowment  of  the  College  is 
securely  invested  and  interest-bearing.  It  is  most  desirable 
to  increase  this  amount  at  an  early  day  to  not  less  than 
$500,000,  and  the  Board  of  Curators  is  now  organizing  its 
efforts  to  complete  this  endowment  at  the  earliest  possible 
date.  The  large  facilities  of  many  of  the  older  colleges  are 
due  to  the  timely  liberality  of  their  friends.  Some  gener- 
ous friends  of  Central  College  have  already  signified  their 
purpose  of  making  testamentary  bequests  to  the  College.  To 
guide  any  who  may  not  know  the  legal  style  of  the  College, 
the  following  form  has  been  carefully  prepared : 

FORM    OF    BEQUEST 

And  I  further  will,  devise,  and  bequeath  unto  the  Cur- 
ators of  the  Central  College,  located  in  the  town  of  Fayette, 
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in  the  county  of  Howard,  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  the  sum 

of Dollars,  to  be  used  and  devoted  by  the 

Curators  of  said  College  for  its  sole  use  and  benefit  and  in 
such  manner  as  said  Curators  may  in  their  discretion  pro- 
vide, to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  sum  for  said  purpose  alone 
to  said  College  forever. 

Buildings 

Central  College  has  a  charming  campus  of  thirty-five 
acres,  on  which  are  located  six  of  the  seven  buildings  which 
accommodate  the  various  departments  of  work.  In  order  of 
erection  the  buildings  are  as  follows : 

The  Academy  is  a  substantial  three-story  brick  structure 
which  was  built  in  1855,  and  long  served  as  the  only  build- 
ing of  the  College.  In  1911  it  was  remodeled  and  made  into 
a  dormitory  with  capacity  for  seventy  young  men. 

Centenary  Chapel  was  erected  and  equipped  in  1884,  at 
a  cost  of  $28,000.  The  ground  floor  contains  a  spacious  lect- 
ure room  and  some  class  rooms.  The  auditorium  above  has 
a  seating  capacity  of  1,200.  A  large  new  pipe  organ  is  being 
built  for  this  chapel,  and  will  be  in  place  early  in  the  year 
1913-1914. 

Science  Hall  was  erected  in  1895.  It  has  been  pro- 
nounced by  many  to  be  one  of  the  handsomest  college  build- 
ings in  the  country.  The  walls  are  of  buff  brick,  rising  three 
stories  above  the  basement,  and  surmounted  by  a  stately 
tower.  In  this  building  is  done  all  the  college  class-work. 
Hence  it  contains  class  rooms,  laboratories,  library,  museum, 
and  three  spacious  halls  for  the  literary  societies.  It  is  heated 
by  steam  and  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  An  electric 
plant  has  recently  been  installed  to  furnish  current  for  light- 
ing, for  laboratory  purposes,  and  for  stereopticon  uses  in 
class  rooms.    This  building  occupies  a  site  near  the  center  of 
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the  campus.    With  its  permanent  equipment  it  is  valued  at 
$75,000. 

Cupplcs  Hall,  erected  in  1899,  at  a  cost  of  $26,000,  is 
a  dormitory  for  young  men.  The  basement  is  of  uncut  stone 
with  high  ceiling,  and  contains  the  dining  room  with  capac- 
ity for  125,  and  other  rooms  appertaining  thereto.  The 
superstructure  is  of  mottled  red  brick,  three  stories  in 
height ;  the  roof  is  of  red  tile.  There  are  ten  large  rooms  on 
each  floor,  besides  bath  rooms  and  other  conveniences.  The 
entire  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 
It  makes  a  charming  residence  for  fifty  young  men. 

Wills  Hall,  one  of  the  older  buildings  on  the  campus, 
now  remodelled  for  dormitory  purposes,  furnishes  a  home 
for  about  twelve  young  men. 

The  Gymnasium  was  completed  in  1906.  Its  outside 
dimensions  are  46x102  feet.  The  basement  contains  locker 
rooms,  shower  baths  and  boiler  rooms.  The  walls  of  the  build- 
ing are  brick,  two  stories  in  height.  "Within  at  the  south  end 
is  a  vestibule  entry  and  the  office.  The  unobstructed  first 
floor  is  large  enough  for  all  drills  and  games.  Overhead, 
running  entirely  around  the  walls  is  a  suspended  gallery  six 
feet  wide,  affording  a  running  track  with  twenty  laps  to  the 
mile.  This  building  is  near  the  north  end  of  the  campus,  ad- 
jacent to  the  athletic  fields.  Cost  with  equipment,  about 
$14,000.

In  recognition  of  the  valuable  and  timely  aid  given  by 
Mr.  Lon  V.  Stephens  in  developing  our  scientific  depart- 
ments, the  Board  of  Curators  resolved  to  name  the  perma- 
nent collection  of  biological,  mineralogical,  and  geological 
material  the  Stephens  Museum. 

The  museum  contains  several  thousand  specimens,  em- 
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bracing  biological,  archaeological,  mineral,  rock,  fossil,  and 
other  collections.  They  include  a  representative  collection 
of  mollusks  and  other  invertebrates;  almost  complete  rep- 
resentative collections  of  native  amphibians,  reptiles,  and 
birds,  to  which  additions  are  continually  being  made  by  the 
students  and  professor  in  charge ;  choice  collections  of  min- 
erals from  several  sources;  a  set  of  excellent  German  ana- 
tomical models.  Noteworthy  are  some  fine  specimens  of 
tracks  of  the  Dinosaurs  from  the  sandstones  of  the  Con- 
necticut River  Valley  obtained  through  Bishop  E.  R.  Hen- 
drix ;  a  collection  of  marine  invertebrates,  obtained  from  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  through  Senator  Cockrell;  a  valu- 
able collection  of  rocks,  representing  the  successive  ages  of 
the  earth's  development,  from  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  also  obtained  through  Senator  Cockrell. 

The  Kilpatrich  Memorial  Collection. — In  1904  a  collection 
acquired  partly  by  gift  and  partly  by  purchase  from  the 
Academy  of  Science  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  for  more  than 
twelve  years  the  property  of  the  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training 
School  of  Kansas  City,  was  added  to  the  museum.  The 
authorities  of  the  school  have  named  this  collection  the  Kil- 
patrick  Memorial  Collection,  in  memory  of  Professor  J.  W. 
Kilpatrick,  who  was  preparing  to  install  it  in  its  present 
quarters  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The  collection  contains 
more  than  eighteen  hundred  labeled  specimens  principally 
minerals  and  fossils.  Many  of  these  are  of  rare  beauty  and 
of  great  scientific  interest.  There  are  specimens  from  nearly 
every  state  in  the  Union  and  from  many  foreign  countries, 
and  the  collection  covers  the  whole  sweep  of  life  recorded  in 
the  earth's  crust,  from  the  Cambrian  to  the  present.  In 
1907  a  fine  life-size  portrait  of  Professor  Kilpatrick,  the  gift 
of  his  children,  was  presented  to  the  College. 

Tlie  Johnson  Archaeological  Collection. — This  collection 
contains  about  Hive  thousand  archaeological  specimens,  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  C.  E.  Johnson,  of  Montgomery  City,  Mo.    Mr. 
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Johnson  spent  more  than  twenty  years  in  making  this  collec- 
tion, securing  specimens  from  many  states  in  the  Union. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  many  of  our  best  specimens 
have  been  acquired — one,  or  a  few  at  a  time — through  the 
thoughtful  kindness  of  our  friends  who  preserved  and  sent 
to  us  the  good  things  that  came  in  their  way. 

Laboratories  of  Biology  and  Geology 

The  Department  of  Biology  occupies  the  east  half  of  the 
second  floor  of  Science  Hall.  The  laboratories,  in  direct  con- 
nection with  the  museum,  are  of  ample  size,  well  lighted 
from  the  north  and  east,  and  furnished  with  desk-room  and 
lockers  to  accommodate  as  many  as  thirty-two  students 
working  at  a  time.  The  fixtures  have  been  designed  to  meet 
all  the  requirements  of  modern  biological  work  and  the  lab- 
oratory is  provided  with  the  apparatus  necessary  for  thor- 
ough study  and  research  in  all  the  various  branches  of  plant 
and  animal  life.  This  includes  a  sliding  microtome  of  latest 
model,  a  complete  outfit  for  parafin  imbedding,  micro-chem- 
ical reagents,  sixteen  up-to-date  compound  microscopes, 
dissecting  microscopes,  turn-table,  incubators,  aquaria,  etc. 

The  lecture  room  is  provided  with  two  stereopticon 
lanterns,  one  operated  by  sunlight  and  the  other  by  electric- 
ity. Both  are  adapted  for  projecting  microscopic  objects 
as  well  as  the  ordinary  lantern  slides  upon  the  screen.  The 
collection  of  microscopic  slides  is  quite  comprehensive  and 
with  the  growing  collection  of  lantern  slides,  illustrates  well 
the  common  types  of  lower  animals  and  plants,  animal  and 
plant  adaptations  and  their  interrelationships,  bird  life,  and 
geological  phenomena. 

The  department  library  is  rich  in  modern  reference 
texts  and  contains  in  addition  a  good  variety  of  state  and 
government  geological  survey  reports  and  atlases.  There 
are  also  a  large  number  of  anatomical  models  and  charts  for 
use  in  Zoology,  Physiology,  and  Embryology. 
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Laboratories  and  Apparatus  for  Chemistry  and  Physics 

The  ground  floor  of  Science  Hall  is  devoted  to  the  work 
in  chemistry  and  physics.  The  lecture  room  occupies  a  place 
between  the  laboratories,  so  as  to  be  convenient  for  either. 
Its  seats  for  forty  rise  in  tiers,  and  command  a  clear  view  of 
all  lecture  experiments. 

There  are  two  chemical  laboratories  with  lockers  and  all 
working  facilities.  There  is  the  usual  complement  of  hoods, 
water  supply,  gas  fixtures,  chemicals,  balances,  and  other 
appliances  for  both  general  and  analytical  chemistry. 

The  physical  laboratory  is  large  and  furnished  with 
working  tables,  gas  connections,  sinks,  etc.  In  a  glass-par- 
titioned annex  is  conveniently  stored  an  extensive  supply  of 
apparatus  for  illustrating  every  department  of  physics. 
There  is  also  an  X-ray  room,  with  good  outfit,  and  a  dark 
room  for  photometric  and  photographic  work. 

All  of  these  rooms  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
arranged  with  a  view  to  practical  work  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils. 

During  the  summer  of  1908,  valuable  additions  were 
made  to  the  stock  of  physical  apparatus.  Importations 
duty-free  were  made  of  a  Geryk  oil-valve  air  pump,  a  spec- 
trometer with  its  complement  of  prisms  and  grating,  and  a 
fine  Sartorius  chemical  balance.  Some  of  the  other  pur- 
chases were  a  D'Arsonval  galvanometer  with  telescope  and 
scale,  an  earth  induction  apparatus,  a  postoffice  Wheatstone 
bridge  and  box,  batteries  of  various  kinds,  an  are  lamp  out- 
fit for  the  lantern,  Hoffman's  electrolytic  apparatus,  a  Stud- 
entia  calorimeter  with  its  outfit,  a  torsion  apparatus,  and 
many  other  pieces. 

In  1910  there  was  installed  an  electric  plant  consisting 
of  a  4  H.  P.  gasoline  engine,  a  2  1-2  K.  W.  direct  current  dy- 
namo, and  a  switchboard  with  ammeter  and  voltmeter. 
Thereby  ample  provisions  were  made  for  stereopticon  work 
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in  class  rooms,  lighting  for  the  entire  building,  and  labor- 
atory purposes. 

Psychological  Apparatus 

The  Department  of  Philosophy  is  provided  with  ap- 
propriate apparatus  for  an  introductory  course  in  experi- 
mental Psychology.  (See  Philosophy  Courses  IVa.,  and 
IVb.)  The  apparatus  amply  covers  the  field  of  the  sensa- 
tions and  their  grouping  under  the  laws  of  perception,  asso- 
ciation, attention,  etc.,  and  is  sufficient  to  give  an  accurate 
idea  of  the  elementary  conscious  processes  and  their  bodily 
accompaniments.  It  also  makes  possible  a  demonstration  of 
the  better  established  laws  and  theories  of  modern  psychol- 
ogy, such  as  Weber's  law  of  sensation  intensities,  and  the 
theories  of  vision,  audition,  tri-dimensional  space  percep- 
tion. 

The  Library 

The  library  occupies  well  lighted  quarters  on  the  second 
and  third  floors  of  Science  Hall.  It  contains  about  13,000 
volumes,  and  is  constantly  growing  by  purchase  and  dona- 
tion. A  definite  proportion  of  all  money  received  by  the 
college  Treasurer  for  incidental  fees  is  expended  each  sem- 
ester for  library  purposes.  Additions  during  the  last  ^rve 
years  exceed  4,000  volumes. 

The  books  are  catalogued  according  to  the  Dewey  Sys- 
tem. The  card  catalogues  referring  to  each  book  by  author 
and  subject,  are  now  completed  and  the  place  of  any  book 
on  the  shelves  may  easily  and  quickly  be  found.  Never  before 
has  the  library  been  so  carefully  arranged,  so  usable,  and 
useful  as  it  now  is. 

The  regular  class  room  instruction  of  the  college  is 
greatly  broadened  and  strengthened  through  the  reference 
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work  done  by  students  in  the  library.  And  to  so  great  an 
extent  has  this  kind  of  work  increased  through  the  addition 
of  well  selected  books  relating  to  the  subjects  of  the  several 
departments,  that  the  reading  room  has  become  one  of  the 
busiest  and  most  interesting  places  of  the  college.  The 
total  number  of  calls  for  books  and  bound  magazines  for  the 
year  is  about  7,500. 

The  shelves  are  well  provided  with  books  of  general  re- 
ference. The  following  modern  works  may  be  mentioned: 
Hasting 's  Dictionary  of  the  Bible;  Hasting 's  Encyclopaedia 
of  Religion  and  Ethics ;  the  Schaff-Herzog  Encyclopaedia  of 
Eeligious  Knowledge;  the  Cambridge  Edition  of  the  books 
of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments ;  Dictionary  of  National  Bi- 
ography; A  Cyclopaedia  of  Education,  edited  by  Monroe; 
the  New  International  Encyclopedia;  the  superb  new  (elev- 
enth) edition  of  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica;  Dictionnaire 
Encyclopedique,  Le  Nouveau  Larousse  Illustre. 

The  leading  magazines  and  reviews  are  kept  on  file  and 
the  more  important  journals  are  bound  for  permanent  pre- 
servation. The  following  periodicals  are  regularly  received :

Most  of  the  college  publications  of  Missouri  and 
many  from  the  neighboring  states  are  made  accessible 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  exchange  editor  of  the  Central 
Collegian. 

The  library  is  open  from  8  to  12  and  from  1 :30  to  4 :30. 
Assistants  are  in  constant  attendance,  and  efforts  are  made 
to  give  students  the  familiarity  with  modern  library  meth- 
ods which  is  so  important  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  the 
educated  man  of  to-day,  who  must  not  only  possess  informa- 
tion, but  understand  how  to  seek  and  to  find  it  for  himself. 

The  second  floor  has  been  recently  transformed  into  a 
reading  room  for  advanced  students  and  is  furnished  with 
reference  books  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  higher  classes. 

Friends  of  the  College  who  are  interested  in  the  growth 
of  the  library  are  invited  to  correspond  with  the  librarian  in 
regard  to  its  needs. 

Lectures  and  Addresses 


Distinguished  lecturers  and  speakers  are  invited  from 
time  to  time  to  speak  in  Centenary  Chapel.  During  the  pres- 
ent year  the  college  community  has  had  the  opportunity  of 
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hearing,  among  others,  Bishop  E.  R.  Hendrix;  Dean  Walter 
Williams  and  Professor  W.  C.  Curtis  of  the  State  Universi- 
ty; W.  P.  Evans,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools; 
Reverend  Albert  C.  Johnson;  Reverend  Rice  H.  Cooper; 
Professor  Mark  Embury  Penney. 

Occasional  addresses  on  topics  of  interest  in  literature, 
science,  art,  history,  and  religion  are  also  given  before  the 
student  body  by  the  several  members  of  the  faculty. 

Athletics 

Since  the  proper  development  of  a  young  man's  physi- 
cal being  is  recognized  as  a  very  desirable  part  of  his  college 
training,  it  is  the  policy  of  Central  College  to  encourage 
clean  athletics  in  all  its  phases.  To  become  a  member  of  any 
team  in  athletics  a  student  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  must 
have  the  written  'permission  of  his  parents  or  guardian,  and  must 
be  doing  work  satisfactory  to  the  Facility. 

The  athletic  sports  of  the  College  are  supported  largely 
by  the  Athletic  Association,  which  is  composed  of  the  entire 
Faculty  and  student  body.  The  membership  fee  is  $2.00  per 
semester,  and  entitles  the  members  to  free  admission  by 
season  ticket  to  all  the  athletic  contests  and  exhibitions  of 
the  College.  The  president,  vice-president,  and  secretary  of 
the  Association  and  the  managers  of  athletic  teams  are 
elected  from  the  student  body.  For  the  direction  of  the  ath- 
letic interests  of  the  College  there  is  an  athletic  committee, 
consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Faculty,  chosen  by  the 
Faculty,  two  alumni  elected  by  the  Athletic  Association, 
and  the  three  officers  of  the  Association.  This  committee 
supervises  all  schedules  of  games  and  audits  the  accounts  of 
the  managers  of  the  several  athletic  teams.  The  treasurer 
of  the  Association  is  a  member  of  the  athletic  committee, 
elected  by  the  committee. 

The  Johnson  Field,  donated  by  Mrs.  Catherine  Johnson 
and  enlarged  by  gifts  from  the  mayor  and  the  town,  joins 
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the  campus  on  the  north.  This  plot  served  for  many  years 
as  a  place  for  all  outdoor  athletics,  but  recently  a  large  tract 
of  land  just  across  the  street  has  been  purchased  for  the 
college.  During  the  summer  of  1911  this  new  Athletic 
Field  was  carefully  graded  and  tiled ;  in  the  fall  the  mer- 
chants of  the  town  co-operated  with  the  students  in  enclos- 
ing it  with  a  good  board  fence.  At  present  it  makes  an  ex- 
cellent field  for  all  athletics  and  for  intercollegiate  contests 
in  foot  ball,  base  ball,  and  track.  With  these  two  fields  at 
their  disposal  the  students  have  ample  opportunity  for  out- 
door exercise. 

The  Tennis  Club  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  It  has 
five  excellent  courts  situated  near  Science  Hall  and  the 
Gymnasium. 

Throughout  the  school  year  the  Gymnasium  is  open  to 
all  the  students,  who  receive  systematic  instruction  in  physi- 
cal culture  under  a  capable  director.  This  work  is  required 
of  all  students  except  such  as  may  be  excused  by  the 
Faculty. 


Student  Organizations 


Literary  Societies. — Connected  with  the  College  are  three 
literary  societies,  the  Aristotelian  and  the  Phi  Alpha  for 
young  men,  and  the  Zeta  Sigma  for  young  ladies.  These 
societies  render  efficient  service  in  the  intellectual  and 
moral  culture  of  their  members.  So  excellent  an  adjunct 
are  they  to  the  literary  work  of  the  College  that  the  Faculty 
would  urge  every  student  entering  the  College  to  become  a 
member  of  one  or  the  other  of  them. 

The  society  halls  are  beautifully  furnished  and  are  very 
attractive  places  for  assembly  and  work.  Each  society  has 
its  own  piano,  the  Aristotelian  a  Steinway  Grand,    and    the 
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Phi  Alpha  a  Knabe  Grand,  and   the  Zeta   Sigma   a   parlor 
Grand. 

Debating  Organization. — The  debating  interests  of  Cen- 
tral College  are  controlled  by  a  debating  council  composed 
of  the  presidents  of  the  four  college  classes  and  the  fourth 
year  Academy  class  in  conference  with  the  Faculty  Com- 
mittee on  Debating  and  Public  Speaking.  An  annual  series 
of  interclass  debates  is  held  as  follows:  a  Freshman-Sopho- 
more debate,  and  a  Junior-Senior  debate.  The  winning 
teams  in  these  two  compete  in  a  third  contest  for  class  cham- 
pionship. Any  bona  fide  member  of  a  college  class  is  eligi- 
ble to  represent  that  class  in  the  interclass  contests.  Two 
annual  intercollegiate  contests  are  also  held,  the  teams  to 
represent  the  college  being  chosen  from  the  interclass  de- 
baters. Students  have  free  admission  to  all  public  debates 
held  under  the  auspices  of  this  organization. 

The  Ragout,  the  Central  College  Annual,  is  issued  by  the 
members  of  the  Junior  Class. 

Musical  Organizations: — The  musical  interests  of  Cen- 
tral College  ase  well  cared  for  by  the  students.  The  Valen- 
tine Concert  has  become  an  annual  event  of  no  little  interest 
in  the  musical  life  of  the  community.  At  this  concert  a  high 
order  of  music  is  rendered  by  the  Central  College  Band,  the 
Orchestra,  the  Glee  Club,  the  Mandolin  Club,  and  by  various 
vocal  and  instrumental  soloists  and  quartettes. 

The  Central  College  Band  is  an  efficient  organization  in 
which  twenty-six  instruments  are  represented  as  follows: 
Solo  Clarionets  (4),  2nd  Clarionets  (2),  3rd  Clarionets  (2), 
Solo  Cornets  (3),  1st  Cornet  (1),  2nd  Cornet  (1),  Solo  Horn 
(1),  1st  Horn  (1),  2nd  Horn  (1),  Mellophone  (1),  Trombone 
(2),  Baritone  (1),  Tenor  (2),  Euphonium,  Tuba,  Small 
Drum,  Large  Drum. 

The  Orchestra  is  composed  of  the  following  instru- 
ments:   1st  Violin  (3),  2nd  Violin  (5),  Cello,  Horn,  1st  Cor- 
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net,  2nd  Cornet,  1st  Clarionet,    2nd    Clarionet,     Trombone, 
Bass,  Piano,  Drums. 

The  intercollegiate  Prohibition  League: — The  Intercolle- 
giate Prohibition  League  is  a  student  organization  for  the 
systematic  study  of  the  liquor  problem.  An  oratorical  con- 
test is  held  annually  under  its  auspices,  leading  through 
local,  state,  and  interstate  to  national  honors. 

Young  Men's  Christian  Association. — The  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  is  well  organized  in  every  branch  of 
work.  Students  of  both  the  College  and  Academy  are  eli- 
gible to  membership.  One  of  the  parlors  at  Cupples  Hall 
has  been  neatly  furnished  as  a  reading  room  and  general 
headquarters  for  the  Association.  In  this  room  daily  morn- 
ing prayer  meetings  are  held ;  the  regular  weekly  devotional 
meetings  are  held  each  Sunday  afternoon  at  Centenary 
Chapel.  Four  Bible-study  classes  and  several  mission-study 
classes  are  offered  by  the  Association.  Special  effort  is 
made  to  bring  all  students  under  these  wholesome  in- 
fluences. A  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Association  that  has 
been  of  great  benefit  to  a  number  of  young  men  during  the 
past  year,  has  been  the  Employment  Bureau,  which  helps 
those  young  men  who  desire  it  to  get  work.  A  member  of 
the  Reception  Committee  will  meet  all  students  at  the  sta- 
tion in  the  fall.

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Alumni  Society. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  June,  1873  a  number  of 
the  alumni  of  Central  College  organized  the  Alumni  Society 
of  the  College.  The  Society  is  now  composed  of  over  three 
hundred  members,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  prominent  in  their 
spheres  of  life.  Under  the  by-laws  of  the  Society,  ante-bel- 
lum students,  titled  graduates,  and  graduates  in  three  or 
more  schools  are  eligible  to  active  membership,  while  those 
who  have  received  an  honorary  degree  from  the  College  and 
those  who,  not  less  than  three  years  prior  to  the  time  of  ap- 
plication for  membership,  have  been  students  in  the  College 
for  at  least  ten  months  are  eligible  to  associate  membership. 
During  recent  years  the  Society  is  becoming  more  and  more 
a  source  of  strength  to  the  College.  At  the  meeting  of  1903 
a  resolution  was  adopted,  urging  local  organizations  for  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  college  ties  and  assisting  in  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  Alma  Mater.  The  Society  already 
has  a  liberal  representation  upon  the  Board  of  Curators. 
The  object  of  the  Society  is  fully  expressed  by  its  preamble, 
which  is  as  follows: 

PREAMBLE 

"We,  the  Alumni  of  Central  College,  for  the  purpose  of 
perpetuating  the  memories  of  our  College  associations,  for 
advancing  the  interests  of  our  Alma  Mater,  and  for  preserv- 
ing that  mutual  fellowship  and  union  which  characterized 
us  in  our  labors  in  College,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  in- 
to a  Society,  the  object  of  which  shall  be  the  good  of  its 
members  and  the  honor  of  our  College."

Government 


The  government  of  the  College  is  conducted  by  the 
President  and  Faculty,  under  the  authority  and  supervision 
of  the  Curators. 

It  is  thought  more  conducive  to  good  order  and  more 
helpful  to  the  student  that  there  should  be  a  few  simple 
rules  for  the  regulation  of  conduct,  rather  than  an  elaborate 
code  of  requirements.  In  the  year  1868  these  words  were 
entered  in  the  Matriculation  Record  of  the  College : 


"I  enter  this  institution  with  a  sincere  purpose  to  fulfill  the 
duties  of  a  good  student,  and  to  conduct  myself  at  all  times  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  of  propriety  accredited  in  good  society." 


Every  student  since  that  time  has  signed  his  name  to 
this  declaration.  The  one  demand  made  is  that  each  student 
shall  conduct  himself  as  a  gentleman,  and  he  is  thrown  upon 
his  own  resources  to  interpret  this  rule  and  to  observe  it. 

Students  are  sent  to  college  to  be  fitted  for  honorable 
and  useful  stations  in  life.  This  object  will  be  steadily 
kept  in  view  by  the  Faculty,  and  their  concern  will  be  more 
for  character  than  for  the  number  of  students.  For  the  at- 
tainment of  this  object  there  must  be  a  wholesome  moral  and 
religious  sentiment  pervading  the  body  of  the    students; 
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therefore,  when  any  student  by  continued  neglect  of  duty 
ceases  to  receive  benefit  from  his  connection  with  the  Col- 
lege, and,  by  his  example  and  influence,  becomes  injurious  to 
others,  he  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  longer  in  the  institu- 
tion, but  his  parent  or  guardian  will  be  requested  to  remove 
him. 

Reports  are  mailed  to  parents  and  guardians  at  the  mid- 
dle and  close  of  each  semester ;  special  reports,  however,  will 
be  sent  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  a  student 
is  derelict  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

The  collegiate  year  is  divided  into  two  semesters,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  the  fee  for  diploma,  the  following 
charges  are  for  each  semester:

The  incidental  fee  is  required  of  every  pupil,  and  must 
be  paid  at  enrollment.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  recite 
until  settlement  has  been  made  with  the  Registrar  and  an 
entrance  card  secured. 
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The  first  two  days  of  each  semester  are  registration 
days.  Any  one  registering  thereafter  will  be  required  to 
pay  an  additional  fee  of  $1.00. 

Entrance  cards  must  be  returned  to  the  registrar  within 
ten  days  from  date  of  entrance.  A  fine  of  fifty  cents 
will  be  imposed  for  failure  to  comply  with  this  regulation. 
Such  fines  will  be  credited  to  the  general  library  fund. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  in  College  fees  except  for 
tuition  in  case  of  protracted  illness.  Students  entering  after 
the  first  month  are  charged  from  date  of  entrance.

Dormitories 

Cupples  Hall  is  a  modern  building,  haying  twenty-five 
large,  well-lighted  rooms.  It  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted 
by  electricity,  and  has  a  bath  room  on  each  floor.  Each  room 
is  furnished  with  everything  except  bedding  and  toilet  sup- 
plies. The  rooms  are  intended  for  two  students  each,  who 
furnish  bedding  and  toilet  articles  and  pay  for  laundering 
bed  clothes  and  towels. 

The  old  college  building  standing  150  feet  south  of  Cup- 
ples Hall  was  transformed  into  a  dormitory  in  1911.  It  was 
modernized  in  every  way  with  steam  heat,  electric  lights, 
and  a  lavatory  on  each  floor.  It  contains  15  single  rooms 
and  27  double  rooms,  thus  affording  a  variety  for  selection 
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according  to  the  taste  of  the  students.      The  dining  hall  in 
Cupples  serves  for  this  building  also. 

The  College  furnishes  no  board  to  students.  The  hall  is 
in  charge  of  a  manager,  appointed  by  the  College  authori- 
ties, and  students  provide  for  themselves  as  a  boarding  club, 
using  the  kitchen  and  dining  room  of  the  hall. 

The  rental  for  rooms  ranges  from  twenty-five  dollars  to 
forty-five  dollars  per  semester.  Where  two  or  more  students 
occupy  the  same  room,  each  pays  his  proportion  of  the  above. 
These  charges  must  be  paid  in  advance. 

Each  occupant  of  a  dormitory  room  must  on  entrance 
deposit  a  damage  fee  of  two  dollars,  against  which  charges 
will  be  made  for  unrepaired  damages  to  rooms  or  furniture 
used  by  him.  The  unused  balance  will  be  returned  when 
the  room  is  vacated. 

Students  desiring  to  reserve  rooms  should  write  to  the 
President.  When  a  room  is  reserved  a  deposit  fee  of  three 
dollars  must  be  paid  which  is  forfeited  in  case  of  failure  to 
take  the  room. 

Wills  Hall,  recently  repaired  and  remodeled,  furnishes 
a  comfortable  home  for  a  dozen  young  men.  They  have  or- 
ganized the  Wills  Hall  Dining  Club  which  is  conducted  on 
the  co-operative  plan.  This  has  enabled  them  to  reduce 
their  expenses  for  room  rent,  board,  laundry,  fuel,  and 
lights  to  less  than  ten  dollars  per  month. 

Coleman  Hall,  formerly  known  as  the  President's  home, 
has  been  furnished  and  equipped  for  a  young  ladies'  dormi- 
tory.   For  details  address  the  President. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS,   PRIZES  and  FUND  LOANS. 


High  School,  Academy,  and  District  Scholarships 

Central  College  offers  a  scholarship  to  each  of  the  grad- 
uating classes  in  the  high  schools  of  the  State  which  conduct 
three  or  four  year  courses;  to  each  of  the  three  Central 
Academies  located  respectively  at  Fayette,  Palmyra,  and 
Richmond  j  and  to  each  of  the  presiding  elders '  districts  of 
the  three  patronizing  conferences.  The  high  school  and 
academy  scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  character 
and  scholarship  to  the  best  male  student  of  the  graduating 
class,  provided  his  rank  in  scholarship  does  not  fall  below 
the  general  average  of  the  whole  class. 

It  is  desirable  that  certificates  of  award  be  issued  on  the 
day  of  graduation,  but  where  this  is  not  done  applicants  may 
send  testimonials  of  good  moral  character  and  a  statement 
of  grades  and  rank  in  scholarship  for  the  current  year  cer- 
tified by  the  superintendent  or  principal  of  the  high  school 
to  the  Registrar  of  Central  College. 

District  scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  presiding  elder  of  the  district. 

The  following  conditions  apply  to  all  three  classes  of 
scholarships : 

I  The  holder  must  have  completed  at  least  12  units  of 
the  entrance  requirements  given  on  pages  37-46  of  this 
catalogue. 

II  The  scholarship  is  good  for  one  year  only,  and  ex- 
empts the  holder  from  payment  of  tuition,  but  not  from 
other  fees. 
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III  The  scholarship  may  be  forfeited  at  the  close  of 
the  first  semester  in  case  the  holder  fails  to  maintain  a  sat- 
isfactory standing  in  class  work  or  deportment. 

IV  The  names  of  holders  of  scholarships  and  of  ap- 
plicants therefor  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar  of 
Central  College  by  September  1st. 

Joseph  C.  Hendrix  Scholarships 

By  bequest  of  Hon.  Joseph  C.  Hendrix  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  a  former  student  of  Central  College,  who  died  in 
November,  1904,  there  were  established  two  scholarships  of 
the  value  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  each  an- 
nually to  be  awarded  to  the  students  of  Central  College  and 
Academy  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  are  most 
worthy  at  the  close  of  each  year's  work.  These  scholarships 
are  designed  to  stimulate  students  of  limited  means  to  secure 
a  complete  collegiate  course. 

The  conditions  of  awards  are  as  follows : 

I  The  scholarships  will  be  available  for  undergradu- 
ates only,  and,  when  other  things  are  equal,  preference  will 
be  given  to  the  more  advanced  student. 

II  Students  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  these 
scholarships  must  make  written  application  on  prescribed 
form,  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar.  These  ap- 
plications should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Faculty  by  May  1st 
of  the  current  year. 

III  The  awards  will  be  made  at  the  close  of  the 
scholastic  year  and  will  be  based  upon  the  entire  scholastic 
career  of  the  applicant,  including  scholarship,  deportment, 
promise  of  future  usefulness,  and  general  bearing  in  every 
walk  of  life. 

IV  The  money  pertaining  to  these  scholarships  shall 
be  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  thereof  and 
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shall  be  paid  to  them  upon  the  approval  of  the  President  in 
four  equal  sums,  viz.,  at  the  beginning  and  middle  of  each 
semester,  during  the  scholastic  year  for  which  they  are 
available. 

V  First  and  second  alternates  shall  be  named,  one  or 
both  of  whom  shall  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  the  scholarships 
in  case  one  or  both  of  the  principals  shall  fail  to  attend  dur- 
ing the  scholastic  year  following  the  award. 

VI  In  exceptionally  worthy  cases  a  scholarship  may  be 
awarded  to  the  same  student  a  second  time.

Arthur  Davis  Loan  Fund 


In  memory  of  his  first-born  son,  who  died  in  November, 
1882,  Mr.  Arthur  F.  Davis,  a  former  student  and  for  more 
than  twenty-five  years  a  Curator  and  treasurer  of  Central 
College,  whose  untimely  death  on  January  4,  1907,  deprived 
the  College  of  one  of  its  truest  friends,  gave  $5,000  to  endow 
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the  ''Arthur  Davis  Loan  Fund."  His  son,  Mr.  M.  H.  Davis, 
is  curator  of  this  fund,  the  income  from  which  will  be  loaned 
to  such  students  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Faculty,  to  en- 
able them  to  complete  their  education.  Preference  will  be 
given  to  those  students  who  have  been  longest  in  college, 
and  whose  habits  of  application  are  best  known.  In  estab- 
lishing this  fund  the  generous  founder  wrote : 

"During  my  connection  with  Central  College  as  a 
student  and  Curator,  I  have  known  young  men  of  a  high 
order  of  talent  compelled  to  leave  college  for  want  of  means 
to  sustain  themselves,  and  I  recognize  the  necessity  of  some 
provision  to  assist  them  in  prosecuting  their  studies." 

Ministerial  Aid  Society  of  the  Missouri  Annual  Conference 

Since  1876  the  Ministerial  Aid  Society  of  the  Missouri 
Annual  Conference  has  rendered  valuable  service  to  the 
cause  of  ministerial  education  by  establishing  and  maintain- 
ing a  loan  fund  for  ministerial  students.  At  present  the 
fund  amounts  to  $3,500,  and  if  all  claims  were  promptly  met, 
the  board  would  have  about  $700  at  its  disposal  each  year. 
More  than  one  hundred  ministers  have  been  aided  by  this 
fund  and  untold  good  has  been  accomplished. 

Rev.  B.  D.  Sipple,  Fayette,  Mo.,  is  corresponding  secre- 
tary of  the  board  of  managers. 

Self  Help 

A  number  of  young  men  of  high  purpose,  but  limited 
means,  are  enabled  to  pay  for  all  or  a  portion  of  their  board 
and  lodging  by  waiting  on  the  tables  in  Cupples  Hall,  by 
caring  for  furnaces,  or  by  otherwise  helping  about  homes  in 
the  community. 

While  all  worthy  efforts  of  young  men  to  work  their 
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way  through  College  receive  the  hearty  recognition  of  both 
students  and.  Faculty,  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  only 
those  in  good  health  and  of  more  than  average  mental  abil- 
ity can  hope  to  secure  satisfactory  results  when  they  are 
compelled  to  give  a  considerable  portion  of  their  time  to  out- 
side work. 

Self  Help  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

College  authorities  everywhere  realize  the  fact  that 
many  deserving  men  are  being  deprived  of  a  collegiate 
education  because  of  the  lack  of  funds  to  defray  necessary 
expenses.  "With  this  fact  in  mind  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association,  a  few  years  ago,  introduced  the  Employ- 
ment Department  into  the  College  and  has  charge  of  that 
department.  The  purpose  of  the  Employment  Bureau  is  to 
secure  work  for  young  men  of  limited  means  which  will 
help  them  and  make  it  possible  for  them  to  pursue  regular 
courses  in  college. 

This  Employment  Bureau  has  become  one  of  the  most 
important  accessories  of  our  Young  Men 's  Christian  Associa- 
tion and,  in  fact,  of  the  College  itself.  Through  its  agency 
many  young  men  work  their  way  through  school  waiting  on 
tables,  doing  work  in  private  houses,  caring  for  furnaces  and 
the  like. 

As  an  indication  of  what  this  department  has  done  and 
is  doing,  the  following  report,  for  the  year  1912-1913,  may 
be  of  interest  to  our  patrons  and  prospective  students.

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REQUIREMENTS  FOR   ADMISSION 


It  is  very  important  for  all  students  to  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  semester  in  order  that  the  work  of  matricu- 
lation, registration,  and  examination  may  be  completed 
promptly. 

Satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character  is  De- 
quired  of  all  applicants  for  admission.  It  is  understood  that 
when  a  student  matriculates,  he  thereby  pledges  himself  to 
observe  all  the  rules  of  the  College. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  to  classes  until  settlement  has 
been  made  with  the  Registrar  and  an  entrance  card  secured. 
(See  page  26). 

Young  men  and  young  women  are  admitted  upon  the 
same  conditions,  are  subject  in  every  respect  to  the  same 
regulations,  and  are  equally  eligible  to  the  degrees  con- 
ferred by  the  College. 

Admission  is  either  by  certificate  of  scholarship  or  by 
examination. 

Admission  by  Certificate 

The  certified  grades  (not  diplomas)  of  the  Central 
Academies  at  Fayette,  Palmyra,  and  Richmond,  and  of  ap- 
proved high-schools,  are  accepted  instead  of  examinations 
on  the  subjects  offered  for  admission.  The  scholarship  of 
students  thus  admitted  is  on  probation  for  one  semester. 
No  certificate  from  a  preparatory  school  will  be  accepted  in 
lieu  of  examination  as  covering  any  part  of  the  college 
course. 

Admission  by  Examination 

Candidates  for  admission  who  are  unable  to  present  ac- 
ceptable certificates  covering    entrance    requirements   may 
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gain  entrance  credit  by  satisfactorily  passing  an  examina- 
tion on  each  subject  not  so  covered. 

Definition  of  Unit  Courses  of  Study 

A  unit  means  a  subject  of  study  pursued  in  an  academy 
or  high  school  through  a  session  of  nine  months,  recitation 
periods  being  not  less  than  forty  minutes  in  length,  prefer- 
ably five  times  a  week,  and  the  total  amount  of  time  devoted 
to  the  subject  throughout  the  year  being  at  least  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  sixty-minute  periods.  On  the  average  a 
full  year's  high  school  course  should  represent  four  units  of 
work. 

For  unconditional  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  can- 
didates must  offer  a  total  of  fifteen  units  from  the  list  of 
Entrance  Subjects  given  below :

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Conditioned  Students 

In  case  a  student  presents  work  in  subjects  which  are 
not  accepted  for  admission  into  the  Freshman  class  of  Cen- 
tral College  he  may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Entrance  with  conditions  not  to  exceed  two  units. 

Deficient  Students 

Students  whose  preparation  is  not  sufficient  to  admit 
them  to  the  college  will  be  assigned  to  the  academy  classes 
in  the  subjects  in  which  they  are  deficient,  and  no  student 
will  be  permitted  to  neglect  such  deficiencies  in  order  to 
take  courses  in  the  college. 

English 

Four  units  may  be  offered  in  English. 

The  scope  of  the  work  required  for  admission  in  English 
is  indicated  by  the  books  given  below,  which  are  recom- 
mended by  the  leading  associations  of  preparatory  schools 
and  colleges: 

Beading:  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  present 
evidence  of  a  general  knowledge  of  the  subject-matter,  and 
to  answer  simple  questions  on  the  lives  of  the  authors.  In 
case  of  examination,  the  student  will  be  expected  to  write  a 
paragraph  or  two  on  each  of  several  topics,  to  be  chosen  by 
the  candidate  from  a  considerable  number — perhaps  ten  or 
fifteen — set  before  him  in  the  examination  paper.  The  treat- 
ment of  these  topics  is  designed  to  test  the  candidate's  pow- 
er of  clear  and  accurate  expression,  and  will  call  for  only  a 
general  knowledge  of  the  books.  In  place  of  a  part  or  the 
whole  of  this  test,  the  candidate  may  be  allowed  to  present 
an  exercise  book,  properly  certified  by  his  instructor,  con- 
taining compositions  or  other  written  work  done  in  connec- 
tion with  the  reading  of  the  books.  The  books  set  for  this 
part  of  the  examination  will  be : 
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For  1913,  1914,  and  1915 : 

With  a  view  to  large  freedom  of  choice,  the  books  pro- 
vided for  reading  are  arranged  in  the  following  groups, 
from  which  at  least  ten  units*  are  to  be  selected,  two  from 
each  group: 

I.  The  Old  Testament,  comprising  at  least  the  chief 
narrative  episodes  in  Genesis,  Exodus,  Joshua,  Judges,  Sam- 
uel, Kings,  and  Daniel,  together  with  the  Books  of  Ruth  and 
Esther ;  the  Odyssey,  with  the  omission,  if  desired,  of  Books 
I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  XV,  XVI,XVII ;  the  Iliad,  with  the  omission, 
if  desired,  of  Books  XI,  XIII,  XIV,  XV,  XVII,  XXI;  Virgil's 
Aeneid.

Brought  the  Good  News  from  Ghent  to  Aix,  Home  Thoughts  from 
Abroad,  Home  Thoughts  from  the  Sea,  Incident  of  the  French 
Camp,  Herve  Riel,  Pheidippides,  My  Last  Duchess,  Up  at  a 
Villa — Down  in  the  City. 

STUDY  AND  PRACTICE :  This  part  of  the  exami- 
nation presupposes  the  thorough  study  of  each  of  the  works 
named  below.  The  examination  will  be  upon  subject-matter, 
form,  and  structure,  and  will  also  test  the  candidate's  abil- 
ity to  express  his  knowledge  with  clearness  and  accuracy. 
The  following  will  be  the  books  required  for  examination 
in  1913,  1914,  1915:  Shakespeare's  Macbeth;  Milton's 
L' Allegro,  II  Penseroso,  and  Comus;  either  Burke's  Speech  on 
Conciliation  with  America,  or  both  Washington's  Farewell  Ad- 
dress and  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration;  either  Mac- 
aulay's Life  of  Johnson,  or  Carlyle's  Essay  on  Burns. 

In  addition,  the  candidate  may  be  required  to  answer 
questions  involving  the  essentials  of  English  grammar,  and 
questions  on  the  leading  facts  in  those  periods  of  English 
literary  history  to  which  the  prescribed  works  belong.

Drawing 

The  one  unit  that  may  be  offered  in  Drawing  is  the 
equivalent  of  a  year's  thorough  work  (five  double  periods 
throughout  the  year)  in  Freehand  Drawing  or  in  Mechanical 
Drawing,  or  in  a  combination  of  these. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 
Students  who  have  attended  other  colleges  of  approved 
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standing,  such  as  those  in  the  Missouri  College  Union,  will 
be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  without  examination,  up- 
on presentation  of  a  properly  certified  statement  of  work 
done,  accompanied  by  a  letter  of  honorable  dismissal.  No 
degree  will  be  conferred  upon  any  student  who  has  not  been 
in  residence  at  Central  College  at  least  one  year. 

Special  Students 

It  is  very  desirable  that  all  students  continue  their 
studies  to  graduation.  Even  when  a  student  does  not  ex- 
pect to  graduate,  it  will  usually  be  wise  to  pursue  one  of  the 
regular  courses  while  in  college,  and  irregular  selection  of 
studies  will  not  be  permitted  without  good  reason.  Candi- 
dates who  have  satisfied  the  requirements  in  English, 
History,  and  one  other  subject,  or  persons  of  mature  years 
who  give  evidence  of  well-defined  purpose  and  who  desire  to 
pursue  some  special  line  or  lines  of  work  without  becoming 
candidates  for  a  degree  may  be  admitted  as  special  students. 
This  will  be  done  only  upon  written  application,  and  for  rea- 
sons satisfactory  to  the  Faculty.  Such  students  are  subject 
to  the  same  regulations  as  other  students,  with  regard  to  the 
quality  of  work  done  and  attendance  upon  college  exercises. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DEGREES 


Required  and  Elective  Work 

The  courses  offered  by  the  College  are  designed  to  give 
the  student  a  liberal  education  equal  in  grade  to  the  under- 
graduate work  of  the  best  institutions  in  the  country.  Such 
a  course  is  the  best  possible  for  the  student  whose  work 
ceases  with  the  college,  as  well  as  for  the  student  who  is  pre- 
paring for  graduate  study  along  special  lines  in  a  university. 
Individual  aptitudes  and  purposes  are  recognized  by  liberal 
provisions  for  elections.  The  studies  of  the  first  two  years 
are  prescribed,  and  include  those  essential  to  liberal  culture 
as  well  as  those  which  form  the  basis  of  advanced  work. 
The  studies  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  are  largely  elec- 
tive. No  class  in  an  elective  course  will  be  organized  for  less 
than  three  students. 

Amount  of  Work 

The  unit  of  reckoning  in  the  College  is  the  "credit 
hour,"  which  denotes  one  recitation  per  week  for  one 
semester.  Thus  a  "three-hour"  course  recites  three  times 
per  week,  and  entitles  the  student  to  a  credit  of  three  hours 
for  each  semester  through  which  the  course  runs. 

Every  student  is  required  to  take  at  least  thirteen  hours 
of  recitation  work  or  lectures  per  week  unless  a  smaller  as- 
signment is  granted  by  the  committee  on  Instruction.  Two 
hours  of  laboratory  work  are  reckoned  as  the  equivalent  of 
one  hour  of  recitation  or  lecture  work. 

Not  more  than  sixteen  hours  may  be  taken  except  by 
permission  of  the  Committee. 
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College  Grades  and  Honors 

The  quality  of  the  student's  work  is  designated  as  fol- 
lows: Excellent,  Superior,  Medium,  Inferior,  Incomplete, 
Failure.  The  grade  60  is  the  lowest  passing  mark.  These 
terms  approximate  percentages  as  follows:  E.  94-100;  S. 
84-93 ;  M.  70-83 ;  I.  60-69 ;  F.  below  60. 

In  order  to  stimulate  greater  interest  and  proficiency  in 
work  the  following  system  of  Honor  Points  is  provided :  A 
student  whose  rank  is  E,  S.  M,  or  I,  in  any  subject  is  credited 
with  the  number  of  semester  hours  to  which  the  subject  en- 
titles him,  and,  in  addition,  for  each  semester  hour,  honor 
points  for  each  mark  as  follows :  E,  three  honor  points ;  S, 
two  honor  points;  M,  one  honor  point;  I,  no  honor  points. 
*For  graduation  a  student  must  gain  as  many  honor  points 
as  hours  required  for  graduation,  at  least  122.  A  student 
therefore  whose  average  falls  below  M  cannot  graduate. 

Honors  in  general  scholarship  are  awarded  to  those  stu- 
dents who  complete  at  least  30  semester  hours  during  the 
year,  and  who  receive  at  least  twice  as  many  Honor  Points 
as  hours  carried.  For  example  for  the  completion  of  32 
hours,  if  the  grades  average  S,  the  honor  points  will  number 
64  and  entitle  the  student  to  Honors. 

High  Honors  are  awarded  on  the  same  general  condi- 
tions as  above  to  those  students  who  receive  at  least  three 
times  as  many  Honor  Points  as  hours  carried. 

All  Honors  will  be  designated  on  the  commencement 
program  and  in  the  annual  catalogue. 

The  Bachelor's  Degree 

The  College  confers  two  baccalaureate  degrees. 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science.    To  receive  a  degree,

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the  candidate  must  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  re- 
quired and  elective  studies  of  one  of  the  four-year  courses 
outlined  below.  If  the  candidate  has  been  granted  advanced 
standing  in  this  institution  after  attending  elsewhere,  a 
period  of  at  least  one  year  in  residence  will  be  required  be- 
fore any  degree  will  be  granted. 

The  Master's  Degree 

The  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Science,  re- 
spectively, are  conferred  upon  students  who  hold  the  cor- 
responding baccalaureate  degrees  from  Central  College  or 
from  some  other  college  of  equal  rank,  and  have  pursued  in 
residence  a  course  of  advanced  study,  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year.  The  studies 
selected  must  be  chosen  from  at  least  three  departments  of 
college  instruction  and  must  be  equivalent  to  four  courses 
of  three  hours  each  per  week.  With  the  approval  of  the 
professor  of  the  department,  undergraduate  courses  may  be 
selected,  provided  they  shall  not  be  lower  than  the  third  or 
Junior  year  and  provided,  furthermore,  that  additional  work 
shall  be  required  of  the  candidate  at  the  discretion  of  the 
instructor.  Evidence  of  the  candidate's  proficiency  in  the 
chosen  studies  is  given  by  examinations,  which  must  not  fall 
below  a  grade  of  80,  and  by  the  preparation  of  an  approved 
thesis  under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  professors  in  whose 
department  the  candidate  is  pursuing  advanced  work.  The 
subject  must  be  chosen  by  November  first,  and  the  thesis,  in 
type-written  form,  must  be  presented  not  later  than  May 
first

Philosophy  and  Education

Philosophy 

la.  Logic.  A  course  in  the  fundamental  principles  of 
deductive  and  inductive  reasoning.  Attention  is  given  to 
propositions,  syllogisms,  and  the  inductive  methods  of 
science.  The  course  is  concluded  hy  a  critical  examination 
of  the  nature  of  judgment  and  inference.  Instruction  is 
given  by  text  books,  lectures,  and  practical  detection  of  fal- 
lacies. Creighton's  Introductory  Logic  will  be  used  as  a 
text.    Open  to  those  who  have  completed  English  II.  3  hours. 

IK.  Ethics.  A  course  designed  to  acquaint  the  stu- 
dent with  the  broad  outlines  of  moral  ideas  and  practice.  A 
brief  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  subject  is  followed  by  a 
critical  examination  of  ethical  theory.  Instruction  is  given 
by  text  book,  discussions,  and  collateral  readings.  Open  to 
those  who  have  completed  Philosophy  la  or  IVa.      2  hours. 

HI.  History  of  Philosophy.  The  history  of  phil- 
osophical speculation  from  its  origin  among  the  Greeks  to 
the  present  time;  the  various  philosophical  systems  in  their 
relation  to  the  science  and  general  civilization  of  the  ages  to 
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which  they  belong;  the  speculative  problems  of  the  present 
century,  and  especially  the  philosophical  meaning  and  im- 
portance of  the  notion  of  evolution  or  development.  In- 
struction is  given  by  text  book,  lectures  and  theses.  Open 
to  those  who  have  completed  Philosophy  la.      3  hours. 

IVa.  General  Psychology.  A  study  of  the  general  phe- 
nomena of  consciousness;  sensations,  images,  affections  and 
the  laws  of  their  grouping  in  perception,  attention,  associa- 
tion, memory,  etc.  The  student  is  expected  to  become 
familiar  with  the  rudiments  of  laboratory  methods  and  re- 
sults by  frequent  demonstration  and  occasional  practice  in 
the  laboratory.  Instruction  is  given  by  text  book,  lectures 
and  experiments.  Open  to  those  who  have  completed 
English  II.      3  hours. 

IV&.  A  continuation  of  IVa  taking  up  in  detail  the 
study  of  the  higher  complexes,  of  the  psychology  of  action 
and  of  psychological  theory.  Some  definite  and  accurate  ex- 
perimental work  is  demanded  of  each  student.  Instruction 
is  given  by  text  book,  lectures  and  experiments.  Open  to 
those  who  have  completed  Philosophy  IVa.  3  hours. 
Not  offered  in  1913-1914. 

Vb.  Aesthetics.  An  elementary  course  on  aesthetics. 
Lectures,  assigned  readings,  and  examinations.  An  histori- 
cal survey  of  the  more  important  branches  of  art  as  the  basis 
of  the  appreciative  feelings  and  the  aesthetic  judgment. 
Open  to  those  who  have  completed  Philosophy  la  or  IVa 
1  hour.

la.     History  of  Education.     A   survey   of   educational 

♦Graduates  of  Central  College  who  have  completed  Philosophy 
IVa  and  the  courses  in  Education  will  receive,  without  examination, 
Missouri  teachers'  state  certificates  valid  for  three  years.  These 
will  be  issued  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  On 
or  before  the  expiration  of  the  three-year  certificate  by  limitation,

Illb.  Educational  Psychology.  A  study  of  the  devel- 
opment of  the  child  mind  from  the  standpoint  of  the  public 
school  teacher.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  instincts, 
habit  formation,  interest,  apperception,  reasoning,  etc.  In- 
struction is  given  by  text  book  and  discussions.  Open  to 
those  who  have  completed  Philosophy  IV  a.     3  hours. 

TVa.  Educational  Methods.  The  general  laws  of  pro- 
cedure in  teaching  are  studied  and  some  special  attention 
given  to  the  problems  peculiar  to  high  school  work.  In- 
struction is  given  by  text  book,  collateral  reading,  and  dis- 
cussions. Open  to  those  who  have  completed  Education 
III&.    Does  not  count  toward  graduation.      3  hours. 

V&.  Observation  and  Practice.  Observation  is  done  in 
High  School  and  Academy  classes,  and  actual  practice  teach- 
ing is  carried  on  under  the  supervision  of  the  instructor. 
Open  to  those  who  have  completed  Education  TVa.  Does 
not  count  toward  graduation.      3  hours. 

The  Bible 

The  study  of  the  Bible  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  col- 
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lege  curriculum.  The  several  courses  offered  in  this  depart- 
ment are  intended  to  give  the  students  an  intelligent  and 
sympathetic  appreciation  of  the  literature,  history,  and  fun 
damental  moral  ideals  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  Four 
hours  of  Bible  study  are  required  of  all  candidates  for 
graduation. 

I.  Old  Testament  History.     1  hour,    professor  flow 

II.  The  Bible  as  Literature.  A  study  of  the  literary 
characteristics  of  the  Biblical  writings  so  far  as  they  appear 
in  the  English  Version.  Special  attention  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  Old  Testament  poetry  and  Wisdom  literature.  The 
second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  Book  of  Job. 
Lectures  and  required  readings.  Text  books :  The  Ameri- 
can Standard  Version  and  the  Book  of  Job  in  the  Cambridge 
Bible.     1  hour.  President  Webb 

III.  The  Life  and  Epistles  of  St.  Paul.  The  Apostolic 
Church  and  its  Development.    1  hour.   Professor  Ptjckett 

IV.  The  Fundamental  Doctrines  of  Christianity  from 
a  Bible  Standpoint.    1  hour.  Professor  Bond 

For  course  in  New  Testament  Greek  see  the  department 
of  Greek.

Modern  Languages 

PROFESSOR   FRANTZ 

German 

I.  Elementary.  The  work  of  this  course  consists  of  a 
thorough  study  of  the  essentials  of  German  Grammar,  daily 
written  exercises,  drill  in  reading,  and  practice  in  speaking. 
German  is  used  in  class  room  as  far  as  practicable  in  this 
and  all  the  other  German  courses.  Texts:  Joynes  and 
Wesselhoeft,  German  Lesson  Grammar ;  Seeligmann,  Altes  und 
Neues ;  Auerbach,  Brigitta,  etc.    3  hrs. 

II.  Review  and  continuation  of  grammar  and  language 
study,  prose  composition,  conversation,  reading  of  about 
500-600  pages  of  moderately  difficult  German,  including  one 
of  Schiller's  dramas.  In  connection  with  this  the  structure 
of  the  drama  and  the  life  of  Schiller  are  studied.  Texts : 
Carmen  Sylvia,  Aus  meinem  Konigreich;  Mosher,  Willcommen 
in  Deutschland ;  Baumbach,  Der  Schwiegersohn ;  Schiller,  Wil- 
helm  Tell,  etc.    3  hrs. 
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III.  Studies  in  German  literature.  Some  of  the  best 
works  of  Lessing  and  Goethe  are  studied  critically,  also  the 
life  and  literary  activity  of  these  men  as  far  as  practicable 
in  a  course  of  this  nature.  Outside  reading  with  reports  in 
German  is  required.    3  hrs. 

Students  in  the  B.  S.  course  are  required  to  take  two 
years  in  German  in  addition  to  the  entrance  requirement  in 
that  language. 

French 

I.  Elementary.  A  thorough  study  of  the  essentials  of 
French  Grammar,  drill  in  pronunciation  and  reading,  writ- 
ten exercises  and  practice  in  speaking.  French  is  used  in 
class  room  as  far  as  practicable  in  this  and  all  other  French 
courses.  Texts:  Aldrich  and  Foster,  Elementary  French ; 
Aldrich  and  Foster,  French  Reader;  Halavy,  Un  Mariage 
d' Amour.    3  hrs. 

II.  Review  and     continuation  of  grammar,  conversa 
tion,  reading  of  moderately  difficult    French  prose. ,     Texts : 
George  Sand,  La  Mare  au  Dialle;  Halevy,  L'Abbe-Constantin; 
Merimee,   Colomba;     Erckmann-Chatrian,     Madam  Therese; 
Loti,  Pecheur  d'Islande.    3  hrs. 

III.  Studies  in  French  literature,  with  particular  at- 
tention to  the  classic  and  romantic  periods.  Dramas  of 
Corneille,  Racine,  Moliere,  Victor  Hugo,  and  Rostand.  3  hrs. 

Spanish 

Course  I.  Elementary.  A  thorough  study  of  the  essen- 
tials of  Spanish  Grammar,  drill  in  pronunciation,  reading, 
oral  and  written  exercises.    Texts    Hills  and  Ford,  Spanish 
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Grammar;  Loiseaux,     Spanish     Reade:;     Lesage,     Oil  Bias 
(translation  of  Padre  Isla.)     3  hrs. 


English 

PROFESSOR  WEBB;   ASSISTANT   PROFESSOR  FLOW 

The  courses  of  study  offered  in  the  English  Department 
embrace  the  theory  and  practice  of  composition  and  the 
study  of  literature. 

Work  in  composition  is  stressed  in  the  Freshman  year, 
and  is  required  in  connection  with  all  courses  in  English. 
The  student  is  trained  in  the  correct  expression  of  his  own 
thoughts  in  spoken  and  written  discourse.  In  the  study  of 
literature  special  attention  is  directed  to  the  sympathetic 
and  vital  interpretation  of  the  masterpieces  of  English  liter- 
ature. Careful  study  is  made  of  the  author's  thoughts,  of 
his  method  of  expression,  and  of  his  relation  to  the  literary 
movements  of  his  time.  The  several  courses  taken  together 
afford  an  opportunity  of  getting  a  comprehensive  view  of 
the  origin  and  development  of  the  English  language  and 
literature. 

I.  Composition  and  Literature.  Careful  review  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  grammar  and  rhetoric;  written 
exercises  weekly;  frequent  conferences  with  the  instructor. 
Select  poems  of  Tennyson  and  Wordsworth ;  extensive  read- 
ings in  prose  and  poetry.    Required  of  all  Freshmen.    3  hrs. 

II.  Literature  and  Advanced  Rhetoric.  Lectures ;  gen- 
eral survey  of  the  field  of  English  literature,  from  its  begin- 
ning to  the  present  time ;  frequent  critical  discussions  in  the 
class-room ;  special  attention  given  to  the  poets  from  Milton 
to  Wordsworth.  Written  essays  in  the  different  forms  of 
composition  required  semi-monthly.  Required  of  all  Sopho- 
mores.   3  hrs. 
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III.  ISliakespeare.  A  careful  and  critical  interpreta- 
tion of  several  representative  plays  of  Shakespeare,  with 
rapid  reading  and  discussion  of  many  others.  Open  to  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  courses  I  and  II.      3  hrs. 

IVa.  Milton,  Paradise  Lost  and  selections  from  his 
prose  works.    3  hrs. 

Vh.  American  literature.  Lectures,  required  readings, 
discussions,  and  essays.    3  hrs. 

Courses  IV  and  V  are  elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
They  may  be  omitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  instructor. 

VI.  Nineteenth  Century  Literature.  A  study  of  the 
leading  writers  and  movements  of  the  century.  Selections 
from  Coleridge,  Wordsworth,  Shelley,  Keats,  Byron,  Tenny- 
son, and  Browning  are  studied  and  discussed  in  class.  Col- 
lateral reading  from  the  leading  prose  writers  will  be  as- 
signed. Intended  primarily  for  Seniors  and  pre-supposes 
the  completion  of  courses  I,  II,  and  III.    3  hrs. 

VII.  Historical  English.  The  development  of  the 
English  language  and  literature  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  the 
Middle  English  periods.  The  first  semester  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  Anglo-Saxon,  the  second  to  the  works  of  Chaucer. 
Elective  for  Seniors  and  graduate  students.    3  hrs. 

VIII.  Debating  and  Public  Speaking.  (1)  The  prin- 
ciples of  argumentation  and  the  procedure  of  debate  con- 
sidered in  detail;  special  attention  given  to  brief-drawing 
and  constructive  proof.  (2)  The  essentials  of  effective- 
ness in  speech;  speech  construction;  frequent  practical  ex- 
ercises; extensive  reading  of  choice  orations.  (3)  The 
practical  principles  of  voice  and  gesture.  Elective  for 
Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.    2  hrs. 
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History  and  Economics 


PROFESSOR  PUCKETT 


la.  History  of  Western  Europe  from  the  Barbarian  in- 
vasions to  the  Protestant  Revolution.  Lectures,  assigned 
reading  and  reports.    3  hrs. 

K.  History  of  Western  Europe  since  the  Protestant 
Revolution.  A  continuation  of  Course  la.  Freshmen  in  the 
Classical  Course  are  required  to  take  courses  la  and  lb.  3  hrs. 

Ha.  History  of  England  to  the  Accession  of  the 
Stuarts.  A  general  course,  with  emphasis  on  economic  and 
constitutional  development.  Lectures  and  assigned  read- 
ing. Elective  for  students  who  have  completed  courses  la 
and  lb.    3  hrs. 

IK.  History  of  England  since  the  Accession  of  the  Stu- 
arts to  the  present  time.    A  continuation  of  Course  Ha.  3  hrs. 

IIK.  History  of  the  Discovery  and  Colonization  of 
America.  This  course  deals  with  causes  leading  to  the  dis- 
covery of  America,  the  condition  of  the  American  abori- 
gines, the  growth  of  geographic  knowledge  through 
voyages  and  explorations,  the  claims  of  European  nations, 
and  the  founding  of  colonies.  Lectures,  assigned  reading 
and  reports.    3  hrs. 

IIK.  Colonial  Development  and  Conflict.  The  course 
deals  with  the  political  institutions  of  the  American  colonies, 
the  chief  events  of  colonial  history  with  especial  reference 
to  the  relations  between  the  English  colonies  and  England, 
and  the  struggle  between  the  English  and  the  French  colo- 
nies.   Lectures,  assigned  reading  and  reports.    3  hrs. 

IV.     History  of  the  United  States  from  1783  to  1860. 
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Lectures,  and  written  and  oral  reports  on  assigned  topics. 
Intended  for  Juniors  and  Seniors.    3  hrs. 

Va.  Modern  Industrial  and  Economic  History  of  Eu- 
rope. The  course  begins  with  a  brief  survey  of  economic 
conditions  in  Europe  at  the  close  of  the  Middle  Ages,  then 
treats  especially  of  the  Industrial  Revolution  in  England 
and  the  development  of  modern  commercial  and  industrial 
conditions  in  England,  Germany  and  France.  Lectures  and 
assigned  reading.  Elective  for  students  who  have  completed 
Courses  la  and  lb.    3  hrs. 

Vb.  Economic  and  Financial  History  of  the  United 
States.  Lectures,  assigned  reading  and  reports  on  special 
topics.    Elective  on  same  conditions  as  Course  Va.    3  hrs. 

Any  of  the  above  courses  except  la  and  I&  may  be  omit- 
ted at  the  discretion  of  the  instructor. 

VI.  Economics.  An  introductory  survey  of  economic 
theory  based  on  some  good  text,  supplemented  by  lectures, 
collateral  reading,  and  class  reports,  occupies  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  year.  The  remainder  of  the  year  is  devoted  to 
the  intensive  study  of  some  of  the  more  important  economic 
problems.    Intended  for  Juniors  and  Seniors.    3  hrs. 


Mathematics 

PROFESSOR  BOND 

The  main  purpose  in  the  study  of  mathematics  should  be 
to  develop  and  strengthen  the  reasoning  powers  rather  than 
the  memory.  There  are  many  other  studies  that  furnish 
ample  opportunity  for  memory  work.  Therefore,  in  all  the 
mathematical  courses  here  offered,  and  in  the  method  of 
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teaching,  this  main  purpose  will  be  kept  steadily  in  view, 
and  as  little  mere  memorizing  of  rules,  propositions,  and 
formulae  required  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  purpose. 

la.    Advanced  Algebra. 

The  work  in  algebra  will  include  ratio,  proportion, 
variation,  the  three  progressions,  undetermined  coefficients, 
the  general  binomial  theorem  and  its  applications,  the  theo- 
ry and  computation  of  logarithms.  Bowser's  College  Algebra 
is  the  text.    3  hrs. 

lb.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry.  The  work  in 
trigonometry  will  involve  the  derivation  of  formulae  and 
their  application  to  the  solution  of  problems.  The  scope  of 
the  work  is  shown  in  Chauvenet's  Trigonometry.  Course  la 
and  Course  15  are  required  of  all  Freshmen.    3  hrs. 

lib.  Plane  Surveying  and  Leveling.  Elective  for  stu- 
dents who  have  had  Course  la  and  Course  lb.    2  hrs. 

III.  Analytics.  The  nature  and  scope  of  the  work  are 
shown  in  Nichol's  Analytics  which  is  the  text  used.  This 
course  is  required  for  the  B.  S.  degree.  Elective  for  others 
who  have  had  Course  la  and  Course  lb.    3  hrs. 

IVa.  Differential  Calculus.  Open  to  students  who 
have  taken  Course  III.    3  hrs. 

IV&.  Integral  Calculus.  Open  to  students  who  have 
had  Course  IVa.    3  hrs. 

Va.  Astronomy.  Young's  Manual  of  Astronomy  is  the 
text.    Open  to  students  who  have  had  Course  III.    3  hrs. 

V&.  Mechanics.  Open  to  students  who  have  had 
Course  III.    3  hrs. 

VI.  (1)  Solid  Analytical  Geometry;  (2)  Differential 
Equations;  (3)  Theory  of  Equations;  (4)  Philosophy  of 
Mathematics;  (5)  Projective  Geometry.  Any  of  these 
courses  will  be  given  if  a  sufficient  number  of  students  ap- 
ply.   2  hrs. 
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VII.  Additional  graduate  work  will  embrace  some  sub- 
ject of  higher  mathematical  theory  or  application  according 
to  the  desire  of  the  pupil.    2  hrs. 


Chemistry  and  Physics 


PROFESSOR  SMITH 

These  subjects  treat  of  the  great  underlying  facts,  phe- 
nomena, and  the  laws  of  nature.  It  is,  therefore,  import- 
ant that  all  persons  become  more  or  less  acquainted  with 
them.  The  work  is  done  by  lecture,  by  lesson,  and  by  much 
practice  in  the  laboratory.  While  theories  and  principles 
are  considered  of  primary  importance,  the  applications  of 
them  are  also  of  interest ;  and  in  all  of  the  following  courses 
due  attention  is  given  to  both  principle  and  application. 
Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  careful  record  of  his  lab- 
oratory work.  Two  periods  in  the  laboratory  are  the 
equivalent  of  one  period  in  the  class  room. 

I.  General  Chemistry,  inorganic  and  organic.  This 
course,  or  Course  I  in  Physics,  required  of  all  candidates  for 
a  degree.      3  hrs. 

II.  Analytic  Chemistry.  Qualitative  analysis.  Elec- 
tive for  students  who  have  had  Course  I.     3  hrs. 

III.  Analytic  Chemistry.  Quantitative  analysis,  main- 
ly laboratory  work  in  gravimetric  and  volumetric  processes. 
Elective  for  students  who  have  had  Courses  I  and  II.  3  hrs. 
Not  offered  in  1913-1914. 

IVa.  Organic  Chemistry.  Elective,  Course  I  being  pre- 
requisite.   3  hrs. 
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V6.  Sanitary  and  Applied  Chemistry.  Elective, 
Courses  I,  II,  and  lYa  being  pre-requisite.    3  hrs. 

Physics 

I.  General  Physics.  Required  of  candidates  for  the  B. 
S.  degree,  elective  for  others.  Pre-requisites :  Elementary 
Physics  and  Mathematics  through  Trigonometry.    3  hrs. 

Ila.  Mechanics  and  Sound.  Elective  for  those  who 
have  had  Course  I.     3  hrs. 

IB.  Heat,  Light,  and  Electricity.  Continuation  of 
Course  II  with  conditions  the  same.     3  hrs. 

III&.  Meteorology,  including  a  general  study  of  the 
Atmosphere,  of  Climate,  and  of  the  methods  of  the  U.  S.

Biology  and  Geology. 

PROFESSOR  ISELT 

Biology 

The  introductory  work  in  biology  is  planned  to  give  the 
student  a  general  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  fun- 
damental facts  and  theories  of  the  science  and  to  cultivate 
his  powers  of  observation.  Advanced  courses  are  provided 
for  those  especially  interested,  and  students  who  hope  to  be 
recommended  to  teach  biology  should  elect  at  least  three 
years'  work  in  the  department. 
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The  courses  are  arranged  to  meet  the  needs  of  three 
classes  of  students:  (1)  those  that  elect  biology  as  a  gen- 
eral culture  study.  These  will  find  course  I  satisfactory, 
and  in  addition,  Vb  and  VI&  may  be  selected;  (2)  pre- 
medical  students.  These  will  find  in  courses  I  and  II  good 
preliminary  training;  (3)  those  that  especially  enjoy  the 
study  of  biological  subjects  and  methods  of  scientific  inves- 
tigation or  may  wish  to  prepare  for  the  teaching  of  biology 
in  secondary  schools.  For  this  class  the  more  advanced 
courses  are  provided  and  such  students  should  consult  with 
the  head  of  the  department  in  regard  to  the  election  of 
courses. 

It  is  the  general  plan  to  organize  two  laboratory  sec- 
tions for  course  I  each  year  and  arrange  for  three  or  four  of 
the  other  courses  outlined  below  as  the  needs  of  the  students 
in  the  department  may  demand. 

I.  General  Biology.  An  introduction  to  the  funda- 
mental principals  of  biology  and  the  application  of  certain 

of  these  fact?  to  the  study  of  the  human  mechanism. 

a.  First  half  year:  Animal  and  plant  studies — In  the 
laboratory  a  comparative  study  is  made  of  unicellular  or- 
ganisms ;  a  complex  multicellular  plant ;  multicellular  ani- 
mals : — hydra,  earthworm,  and  arthropod.  Lectures,  quiz- 
zes, field,  and  laboratory  work  five  to  six  hours  a  week.  3  hrs. 

b.  Second  half  year :  Animal  studies,  physiology  and 
hygiene  as  applied  to  man.  In  the  laboratory  a  study  of  the 
biology  of  the  frog  is  made  the  basis  for  the  study  of  human 
physiology  and  hygiene.  Examination  and  study  for 
anatomical  models;  experimental  study  of  the  blood;  the 
chemistry  of  food  and  digestion;  and  the  germ  theory  of 
diseases  are  some  of  the  practical  questions  taken  up.  The 
year's  work  is  completed  with  a  number  of  elementary 
lectures  that  serve  as  a  summary  of  facts  and  principles  of 
general  interest  in  biology.  Lectures,  quizzes,  laboratory, 
and  field  work,  five  to  six  hours  a  week.      3  hrs. 
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Course  I  is  planned  for  freshmen  and  sophomore  yeara 
and  regular  students  will  find  it  to  their  advantage  to  ar- 
range for  this  work  not  later  than  the  sophomore  year. 

Ha.  Vertebrate  Zoology  and  Comparative  Anatomy. 
A  comparative  study  of  a  series  of  vertebrates.  The  labora- 
tory work  includes  the  dissection  of  a  fish,  amphibian,  rep- 
tile or  bird,  and  of  a  mammal.  The  lectures  and  class 
work  cover  the  entire  group  of  vertebrates  giving. attention 
to  classification,  morphology,  distribution,  and  habits. 
Lectures,  recitations,  assigned  reading,  and  dissections. 
3hrs. 

In  course  11a  and  other  biological  laboratory  courses 
outlined  below  (116,  III,  and  IV)  the  general  plan  of  the 
work  will  be,  one  lecture  period  and  five  hours  of  laboratory 
work  as  a  minimum  weekly  requirement. 

lib.  Vertebrate  Embryology.  An  introductory  study 
of  the  essentials  of  vertebrate  embryology.  Successive 
stages  in  the  development  of  the  frog,  chick,  and  pig  are 
studied  from  preparations  of  entire  embryos  and  from 
serial  sections.  Attention  is  also  given  to  histological 
methods  and  practice.  This  work  is  made  the  basis  of  com- 
parison for  a  study  of  human  embryology.      3  hrs. 

III.  Invertebrate  Zoology.  A  study  of  Invertebrates 
along  the  lines  suggested  for  vertebrates  in  Ha.  This  course 
is  advised  for  those  who  expect  to  teach  biology.  Planned 
to  alternate  with  II.    3  hrs.    Not  given  in  1913-14. 

IVa.  General  Botany.  Morphology  of  algae  and 
fungi,  with  a  brief  comparative  study  of  mosses  and  ferns. 
3  hrs. 

IV5.  General  Botany.  Morphology  and  physiology  of 
speramatophytes ;  followed  by  an  introductory  study  of 
the  local  flora,  taking  up  questions  of  classification,  distri- 
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bution  and  ecology.    Special  field  trips  required.    3  hrs. 

Vb.  Heredity.  A  course  comprising  lectures,  text- 
book, reference  reading,  and  special  reports  upon  the  laws 
of  heredity  and  their  application  to  plant  and  animal  life. 
Stress  is  laid  upon  Eugenics  and  the  biological  laws  which 
make  this  science  possible.  Open  to  students  who  have 
completed  courses  la  and  lb.     2  hrs. 

Via.  Faunistic  Zoology.  Field  and  laboratory  study 
of  the  local  fauna:  taking  up  questions  of  ecology,  animal 
behavior,  and  classification.  From  eight  to  ten  class  field 
trips  taken  on  Mondays,  covering  usually  a  half  day  each. 
Lectures,  assigned  readings,  special  reports,  field,  and  lab- 
oratory work,  five  to  ten  hours  a  week  and  credit  according 
to  hours  expended  and  results  attained.    2-4  hrs. 

VI&.  Ornithology.  Lectures  on  the  various  phases  of 
morphology  and  natural  history  of  birds;  laboratory  work 
consisting  chiefly  of  identification  and  classification;  field 
trips  for  the  study  of  identification  and  habits.  From  six 
to  eight  class  field  trips  taken  Monday  mornings.  Courses 
Yla  and  VI&  are  open  to  students  who  are  taking  or  have 
completed  Biology  I.    Classes  limited  to  twelve.    2  hrs. 

VII.  Pedagogical  Biology.  A  study  of  methods  of 
biological  teaching  for  secondary  schools:  courses,  equip- 
ment, and  materials.  Practice  in  laboratory  teaching  and 
methods  of  collecting,  preserving,  and  preparing  material 
for  laboratory  work.  Lectures,  assigned  readings,  and  con- 
ferences.     1  or  2  hrs. 

VIII.  Biological  Problems.  Advanced  work  and  in- 
vestigation, along  the  line  of  intensive  study  of  special 
groups  of  the  local  fauna  and  flora,  will  be  given  to  properly 
qualified  students,  when  desired.      1-3  hrs. 
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Geology 

The  collections  in  the  museum  are  admirably  adapted 
to  the  work  in  geology.  There  are  about  five  hundred 
species  of  minerals  and  complete  sets  of  fossils  and  rocks 
representing  type  forms  of  all  ages  in  the  earth's  develop- 
ment. 

la.  Dynamical  and  Structural  Geology.  The  first  part 
embraces  the  study  and  description  of  agents  concerned  in 
the  modification  of  land  surfaces,  such  as  weathering, 
erosion,  sedimentation,  organic  life,  etc.  The  second  part 
deals  with  the  nature  and  arrangement  of  the  materials  of 
the  earth's  crust,  folding,  metamorphism,  earthquake  phe- 
nomena, rocks  and  topographic  maps.    3  hrs. 

lb.  Historical  Geology.  This  course  involves  the 
study  of  the  history  of  the  earth  as  shown  by  the  succession 
and  distribution  of  the  rocks  of  its  crust.  The  work  of  the 
class  room  is  supplemented  by  a  study  of  a  large  collection 
of  museum  specimens,  geological  folios  and  field  work. 
3  hrs. 

This  course  is  not  open  to  Freshmen.  Given  in  1913-14 
and  alternate  years.

Purpose 


The  Central  College  Academy  offers  four-year  courses 
preparatory  for  the  Freshman  classes  in  college.  And  while 
the  primary  purpose  of  the  Academy  is  the  fitting  of  stu- 
dents for  college,  its  courses  are  at  the  same  time  broadly 
educational  and  are  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  those 
whose  school  education  will  end  with  the  preparatory  years. 
A  certificate  which  will  gain  admission  to  Central  College  or 
to  other  colleges  is  granted  graduates. 


Advantages 

The  Academy  students  are  in  constant  touch  and  asso- 
ciation with  the  regular  student  body  of  the  College,  use  the 
same  boarding  places,  belong  to  the  same  literary  societies, 
the  same  athletic  association,  and  the  same  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association.  They  have  access  to  the  College 
library,  and  the  work  in  science  is  done  in  the  College  lab- 
oratories under  the  direction  of  the  Academy  instructor. 
The  various  religious  and  educational  gatherings  common 
to  college  communities  give  students  advantages  which  are 
very  rare  and  profitable.

Academy  students  have  full  access  to  the  regular  Col- 
lege library  and  reading  room.

Discipline 

Fair,  honest,  firm  government  of  a  school  is  a  necessity. 
All  students  are  treated  and  trusted  as  gentlemen,  and  they 
must  respond  to  this  treatment. 

Students  of  the  Academy  are  under  the  authority  of  the 
Academy  Principal  and  Faculty.  The  system  of  manage- 
ment differ  from  that  of  the  College,  and  the  wisdom  of 
this  course  is  apparent.  Younger  students  cannot  be  given 
the  degree  of  freedom  which  can  safely  be  granted  to  older 
and  more  mature  young  men.  Oftentimes  Academy  stu- 
dents are  mature  young  men,  but  if  they  are  such,  they  are 
able  to  recognize  the  wisdom  of  a  strong,  firm  oversight  for 
those  who  are  not  able  to  use  a  larger  freedom.  Those  who 
prove  unwilling  to  subject  themselves  cheerfully  to  reason- 
able regulations  framed  in  the  interest  of  good  discipline 
are  discontinued. 


Reports 

Candid  reports  are  sent  to  parents  at  the  middle  and 
the  close  of  each  semester,  and  the  reports  thus  sent  may  be 
relied  upon.  When  students  do  their  duty,  parents  should 
help  them  and  us  by  encouraging  them ;  and  when  they  fail 
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to  do  their  full  duty,  we  urge  parents  to  help  us  by  arousing 
the  students  to  better  efforts  in  every  possible  way. 

To  Parents 

We  urge  that  you  allow  your  son  to  remain  to  the  very- 
last  day  of  the  session,  since  too  frequently  a  year  of  good 
work  is  spoiled  by  withdrawing  the  student  a  few  weeks  or 
even  days  before  the  session  is  ended.  After  we  have  done 
our  best  for  him  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  it  is  very 
discouraging  to  us,  and  generally  to  him,  for  that  work  to 
be  interrupted  by  a  too  early  withdrawal. 

We  send  you  frequent  reports  of  him  and  his  work,  and 
we  shall  give  you  frank  notice  of  anything  which  we  feel 
that  you  ought  to  know.  While  your  boy  is  under  our  care, 
we  are  anxious  about  him,  that  he  may  develop  properly  and 
not  disappoint  you  here,  and  we  look  to  you  for  such  as- 
sistance and  co-operation  as  only  the  parent  can  give.

Terms  of  Admission 

It  is  very  important  for  students  to  be  present  on  day  of 
opening. 

The  applicant  must  be  at  least  fourteen  years  old,  and 
must  have  completed  the  work  of  the  eighth  grade  in  some 
good  public  school,  or  its  equivalent.  Students  coming  from 
other  schools  and  claiming  credit  for  work  done  therein 
must  present  a  certificate  from  the  authorities  of  the  school 
attended  showing  satisfactory  records  for  class-work  and 
good  behavior. 

Classification 

On  entering,  students  are  placed  by  the  Principal,  in 
conference  with  the  other  teachers,  in  those  classes  for 
which  they  are  prepared.  Generally  this  is  done  without  ex- 
amination, but  in  some  cases  examinations  are  necessary. 
Students  who  are  prepared  for  some  of  the  studies  of  the 
College,  but  not  for  all,  are  allowed    to  take    such    College 
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studies    if  they  can  do  so  without  postponing  uncompleted 
Academy  work.    Such  students  will  be  ranked    as    College 
students  only    when     the  amount  of  their     work    in    the 
Academy  does  not  exceed  two  units.     (See  page  37.) 


Mature  Students 

The  average  age  of  our  student  body  is  about  twenty 
years,  and  a  number  of  our  very  best  students  are  consider- 
ably older.  The  Academy  affords  special  advantages  to 
young  men  of  maturer  years  who  are  really  in  earnest  about 
securing  an  education.  Although  the  regular  course  of 
study  covers  four  years,  arrangements  will  be  made  by 
which  students  who  have  not  studied  Latin  but  who  are 
more  advanced  in  other  subjects,  may  complete  the  course 
in  three  years ;  but  to  do  this  the  student  must  maintain  in 
all  subjects  a  special  rank  in  scholarship. 

Amount  of  Work 


Every  student  is  required  to  take  the  amount  of  work 
indicated  by  the  regular  courses  of  study,  unless  especially 
excused  by  the  Faculty. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION 


This  course  of  study  is  designed  primarily  to  meet  the 
requirements  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class.  Greek 
is  offered  in  the  fourth  year  for  admission  to  the  classical 
course  in  the  College;  German,  for  the  scientific  course. 
Upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  academic  course,  the 
student  is  given  a  certificate  of  graduation  attesting  that 
fact.

Woodson  Institute  was  named  in  honor  of  the  late  T.  D. 
Woodson,  Esq.,  who  contributed  generously  to  its  founda- 
tion. It  is  located  on  a  commanding  site  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  City  of  Richmond.  Richmond  is  a  city  of  churches 
and  is  under  local  option.  A  law  enforcement  fund  of  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  is  pledged. 

The  building  is  lighted  with  electricity  and  heated  by 
steam. 

The  Course  of  Study. — The  Course  of  Study  is  arranged 
to  correspond,  in  text  books  and  the  studies  pursued,  with 
that  of  Central  College  Academy.  Graduates  from  Woodson 
Institute  can  enter  the  Freshman  Class  of  Central  College 
or  of  any  other  of  the  colleges  composing  the  College  Union 
of  Missouri.  By  the  beginning  of  the  session  of  1909-10,  this 
institution  will  be  on  the  list  of  accredited  schools  of  the 
Missouri  State  University. 
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Religious  Influences. — The  faculty  is  composed  of 
Christian  teachers  and  they  will  strive  to  train  their  pupils 
to  be  zealous  members  of  some  church.  Daily  services,  con- 
sisting of  singing,  Bible  study  and  prayer,  will  be  held  in 
the  Study  Hall.  All  pupils  will  be  required  to  take  part  in 
reading  the  Scriptures  and  a  four  years'  course  of  Bible 
Study  will  be  a  part  of  the  curriculum,  but  sectarian  teach- 
ing will  be  excluded.  Immoral  students  will  not  be  allowed 
to  remain  in  the  school. 

Physical  Culture  and  Sports. — Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  this  necessary  part  of  a  thorough  preparation  for  a 
successful  life,  but  match  games  with  other  schools  will  not 
be  encouraged  by  the  faculty. 

Music. — Two  thoroughly  prepared  teachers  will  teach 
Instrumental  and  Yocal  Music. 

Expression. — Facility  in  telling  is  next  in  importance  to 
knowing.  Individual  and  General  training  will  be  given  by 
competent  teachers. 

Literary  Societies. — There  are  two  Societies,  each  hav- 
ing an  attractive  hall.  All  pupils  are  required  to  be  active 
members  and  an  hour  from  the  schedule  of  recitations  is  set 
apart  every  week  for  this  purpose.  The  students  manage 
the  Societies  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers. 

Boarding  Department. — Mrs.  L.  A.  Emory  is  Matron 
and  Manager  of  the  boarding  department.  She  will  give 
careful  and  experienced  attention  to  the  welfare  of  those 
who  are  under  her  charge.  There  will  be  an  abundant  sup- 
ply of  well  prepared  food.  Board  will  be  $3.50  per  week,  in- 
cluding furnished  room,  steam  heat,  and  electric  lights.
